The clean rnllk problem Is a v ital 
one, affecting the production and 
consumption of ov er 9 .000,000,000 
gallons in the United States per y ear, 
being an aar.ual supply of ov er 100 
gallons for ev ery man, woman, and 
child in ihe country . 
This amount 
affords 1.1 quart per day for ev ery 
indiv idual, which Includes the milk 
used In making butter and cheese. 
The actual amount of whole milk 
consumed each day av erages about 
.65 of a pint for ev ery indiv idual 
According to a Connecticut Station 
Bulletin the v alue of this product for 
a y ear at retail is the startling sum 
of 
?2,600,000,000. 
This is about 
one-fiftieth of the entire wealth of 
the nation, fiv e times the wholesale 
v alue of last y ear's wheat crop, and 
ov er twlc® the \a lue of the corn 
crop, and ov er one-third of the en­ 
tire v alue of farm products for 19 07 , 
which is estimated at $7 ,400,000,- 
000. 
The wholesale v alue of dairy 
products 
y ear was estimated at 
$8 00,000,000, which would allow a 
price of less than ten cents a gallon 
for milk at the dairy . 
An av erage 
retail price of 7 cents a quart was 
assumed, which Is probably a little 
below the av erage price.— New Or­ 
leans Picay une.
